In twenty years he spent thus §$50,000,- 
000 more than his income and had bare- 
ly $20,000,000 left. He tried to econo- 
mize. He ceased being Spain's Ambassa- 
dor in the gay oe he cut down 
his expenses to what he regarded as 
the bare necessaries; he lived on $25,000 
a month. This penury lasted only a

The Duke’s death brought to the front 
a multitude of oreditors. . They clam- 
ored for satisfaction of their mort- 
gages. The remnant of the Osuna 
amily resisted their claims.

The final decision of the courts was 
given a few weeks ago in favor of the 
ereditors. As the legal costs and the

10,000,000 and the original debts were

last winter one hundred tons of iron ore 

was taken from the ** Bessemer” mine, 
in the township of Belmont, to the C 
O.R. Junction, by teams, and then 
shipped by railto Hamilton, for the 
smelting furnace of that city. Wehave 
just been informed by the best of au- 
thority that all the ore, or nearly: so, 
is cast away as being no good. Now, 
if the statement is true it is the resiilt 
of mis-management on the part of those 
in charge, and instead of sending a 
properly selected sample, the unculled 
portions must have been sent. and it is 
not unlikelytthat the refuse itself shared 
in the supply. If the ore was not 
selected before hand. it could not be 
done in three or four feet of snow. 

We are told that teamsters drawin 

by the ton, and not knowing! the 
article from the bad, loaded whatever 
was mogt convenient to hand. While 
we are silent as to the quantity of ore in 
the ** Bessemer ” mine, we boldly assert 
without the least fear of successful con- 
tradiction that the ‘* Bessemer” ore is 
the best{in Ontario,and it may be looked 
upon as 4 great misfortune that our iron 
industry should thus receive such a 
blow from which it will not recover for 
years, and all resulting from sheer care- 
essness.

Campbellford Herald :—~The Ontario 
Legislature at its last session gave a 
boss tomo to “ The Ontario, Bel- 
mont & Noithern Railway ” which runs 

point near the junction of the 
tral Ontario & Canaainn Paci4e 
Railways through the township and 
village of Marmora to the Belmont iron 
mine on lot 19 in Ist concession, Bel- 
mont. 

The Dominion Parliament recogniz- 
ing the importance of developing our 
iron mines, has also granted a bonus of 
$32,000 to the same railway, which is 
now being completed into the iron 
mine, from which large quantities of 
iron ore will be = is summer. 

This ore is of excellent quality, being 
rich in iron and free from impurities, as 
is shown by the following article 
written by Win. Molin, M. E., of New 
York, a well-known expert, for ‘The 
Engineering & Mining Journal.” Mr. 
Molin says: Ria it Ny analysis 
represents a large deposit of magnetic 
iron ore located about 100 miles east. of 
Toronto and but a few miles from the 
Canadian Pacific Railway,on west half 
of lot 19 in Ist concession Belmont. 
viz.:~-Metallic iron 65.10; silica 8,88 ; 
alumina 2.85; lime 2.98 ; magnesia .08 ; 
manganese none; titanic acid 0.04; 
phosphorus 0.005; salphur 0.07. Some 
samples assayed as high as 70 per cent. 
metallic iron.

Two years ago the Ontario Legisla- 
ture passed an act’ providing for a 
bounty on iron ores mined in the pro- 
vince. with the idea of stimulating 

roduction in this industry. Since the 
blast furnace started work in Hamilton 
many ownera of iron mines haye ex- 

ressed the intention of shipping ore to 
Hamilton. and there is a prospect that 
many properties hitherto lying idle will 
be worked extensively. An order in 
council has been passed bringing the 
act into operation, On the delivery of 
the ore at the furnaces it will be exam- 
ined by a Government analyst and the 
percentage of iron it contains ascertain- 
ed. A bontis of $1 will be paid on the 
ore On its value as a producer of iron. 
Thus, if it requires two tons of ore to 
make one ton of pig iron, the bounty 
will be paid at the rate of $1 for two 
tovs of ore. The furnaces are com- 
pelled to keep.an account of all the ores 
received and hand in an annual report 
to the Bureau of Mines. An order in 
council has recently been passed by 
which the Ontario Government assumes 
45 per cent. of the cost of operating the 
Government diamond drills leaving the 
owners of the property employing the 
drills to pay the remainder. Hitherto 
the owners of mining property have 
had to bear the whole cost, and it is ex- 
pected that this concession by the Gov- 
ernment will result in greatly increas- 
ing the work of prospecting in the pro- 
vince and bea means of adding to the 
usefulness of the drills of the commun-

CIGARETTE POISONING. 
Bangers of the Exceestve Use of Tobacce tn 
Any Perm. 

George Burroughs, of Lambertville, 
N. J., died a few daya ago of nicotine 
poisoning. A simple and matter-of-fact 
announvement this. The average read- 
er will harilly stop long enough to read 
it, and yet to one who understands the 
hidden meaning of the simple statement 
“nicotine poisoning.” it means a great 
deal. 

It means that through the careless- 
mess of parents a child of tender years 
waa allowed to systematically poison 
himself with one of the most deadly of 
all polsons—a poison classed with prus- 
aic acid because of the minute doses re- 
quired to kill men and animals, 

_. NICOTINE IN ALL TOBACCO. 

“This deadly poison is contained in all 
kinds of tobaceo. The poorer the grade 
of tobacco the higher the percentage 
of nicotine. The finer grades of Ha- 
vana contain about 2 per cent. of the 
polson, while the poor grades contain 
about double that quantity. 

There is little difference in the effect 
of tobacco, whether it is amoked, chewed 
or snuffed. As a matter of fact the 
man who chews a cigar absorbs far 
more nicotine one who chews or- 
dinary chewing tobacco The iatter is 
said to*be much less poisonous on ac- 
count of the admixture of harmless veg- 
etable matter.

Scalloped Potatoes.—Cul cold boiled 
potatoes very thin and small, and place 
& quart of them in layers in a baking 
dish, season each layer with salt, pep- 
per, and little bite of butter. Cover 
with a gill of cream or very rich milk, 
grate bread crumbs over the potatoes, 
season again with salt and pepper, and 


small bits of butter, and * until 
thoroughly heated and brown.

Saratoga potatoes.—Pare two large po- 
tatoes, and cut in very thin slicas into 
@ pan of cold water; let them stand ten 
minutes; take out a few pieces at a 
time, dry them on a soft cloth, and 
throw them into boiling lard; when a 
light brown, take up with a skimmer, 
and lay on brown paper to drain; dredge 
with sali, and serve hot. 


Potatoes and Cheese.—Cut five or six 
boiled potatoes into thin slices and put 
them in a beking dish. Take two table- 
spoonfuls of butter and melt in a gran- 
ite saun pom; add to it ons tab’. poonful 
of fleur, and stir until thoroughly blend- 
ed. Then add one-half pint of soup 
stock and the same amount of milk. 
Stir until well mixed then remove from 
the fire, and add two-thirds of a cup- 
ful of grated cheese, three eggs, weil 
beaten, salt and a speck of cayenne pep- 
per. Pour the whole over the sliced po- 
tatoes; sprinkle bread crumbs over the 
top, and t in the oven to brown. 
Serve in dish in which they were 
baked. 

Potatoes Viennoise.—Boil eight peel- 
ed potatoes with one tablespoon of salt, 
in one quart of water; when done drain 
and press through a potato preas;, mix 
with one even teaspoonful of salt, one- 
half even teaspoonful of pepper, two 
ounces of butter, the yolks of three eggs, 
one-half gill of cream, and four ounces 
of grated Parmesan cheese. Mix well,

GOOD WALKERS. 
The Shoemaker can Tett Them es Soon as 
We Beers the Shores. 


A shoemaker says: 
man comes into my shop and takes off 
his shoes I can tell whether or not he 
is a good walker, and it is astonishing 
te find how few men know the proper 
way to step out. Lf the shoe is worn 
down at the heel—not on the side, but 
straight back—and the leather of the 
sole shows signs of weakness at the ball 
of the foot, a little greater on the in- 
aide just below the base of the great 
toe, I know that the wearer is a good 
walker. 

“If, however, the heel is turned on 
one side, or is worn unevenly through- 
wut, and the sole is worn most mear the 
toe, I know that I have to deal with a 
poor pedestrian. The reason of the dif- 
ference in position of the worn spot lies 


in the fact that the poor walker walks 
from his knees, and the good one from 


his hip. : 

“Watch the passer-by in the street 
and you will at once see the difference.

MAKING PRIME CLOVER BAY. 


The aim should be te cat the clover ti 


mot later than the atage of full bloom. 
If allowed t satan’ longer the stems 
become woody and the beads and leaves 
break off to a considerable extent. This 
lows injures the feeding value of the | 
hay. and to a. considerable extent lew | 
sens ite palatability.

These 
things woes upon conditions, and 
can only be found out to a nicety by | 
experience. When drawing clover hay, | 
in some instances it may be taken up 
out of the windrow with the forks or 
with the hay loader, But usually the 
best quality of the same is made in the 
cock. Sometimes the lower part of the 
cock is damp, while the other portion 
is cured. This may be left out a little 
longer after the top portion has been 
removed. Another way when the hay 
is not quite ready is to open out the 
cocks by setting aside the upper half 
and overturning the lower; an hour 
or two in the sun when thus spread 
makes a great difference. Clover hay 
may be successfully cured in the silo 
and also in the mow in the green form. 
But curing by either of these methods 
is not likely to become very common 
at least in the happy sdississippi valley 
where the weather is dry a bright, 
as a rule, when clover is to be cured.

Latest News from the Mining Districts 
Throeghest the Coastry. 


A new mining property which gives 
promise of being one of the best yet 
found in this section was opened up 
last week. It is hematite iron, and is 
located on the Weir farm at Hazzard’s 
Corners. The Owners, Messrs. Armour 
and Robert Weir, commenced work a 
short time ago witha emall force of 
men, stripping #nd opening the mine, 
and already have several tons of the 
ore ready for shipment.

29 Broadway, New 
York, who are now connecting it with 
the C. P. R., after the completion of 
which, shipments will begin, It has 
been estimated that this ore bed con- 
tains over one million tons of ore with- 
in 100 feet of the surface, and the strip- 
ping is very light. It will be noticed 
that this ore equals the best of the 
famous Sweedish Dannemora ore in re- 
gard toits low phosphorus contents, 
contains much less sulphur and 
from 10 to 20 per cent. more iron. 
Like the Dannemora ores, the Belmont 
ore varies a trifle in phosphorus, which 
element however, in no instance has 
been found to exceed the limit allowed 


in ores for the manufacture of mater- 


ials for re-melting in crucible for the 
highest grades of crucible tool steels.

Under the above heading “Alpha,” 
writes from Clip River to the Times 
of Natal as follows: As you. have, 
through so many correspondents, tried 
to warn the Government of Natal and 
the inhabitants of the danger the col- 
ony is now in, will you allow me also 
to add one word, to the same effect? | 
[ have been about thirty-five years 
among the Dutch, and, believe me, | 
know them well. You can rely on 
whatI tell. I have it personally and 
not_.from hearsay. During the present 
month I have been on an extended 
visit in the Free State, and the feel- 
ing among the Dutch inhabitants and 
many of the Free State half-bred Eng- 
lish is much more bitter against the 
English than after Majuba. 

The Boers are straining every nerve 
to get ready as soon as they get the 
word from the Transvaal to invade Na- 
tal. The burghers of the Harrismith 
district have subscribed among them- 
selves the money to buy two maxims, 
which have been sent for and are prob- 
ably now on the water. I ascertained 
that the reason the burghers had such 
bad horses at the reviews was because 
their “commandeer horses are kept 
in the stable for. immediate service.” 

Every man is more than well  sup- 
plied with ammunition. and among 
themselves they talk only of taking 
Natal, and | am not _ exaggerating 
when [ say they can bring, at a very 


‘few bours” notice, 15,000 men into Natal, 


and will leave 20,000 to protect 
the Transvaal and the Free State, and 
it wH1 not be very long before you will 
see a big war in this country. The 
Boers are longing for ‘it, and quite be- 
lieve they will win. But what is more 
surprising, | saw men calling  them- 
selves -nglish? and many whose par- 
ents, are living in Natal at the pe 
ent moment, almost as anxious to fight 
the English as the Boers themselves.

On entering the gaol you are—or are 
caprice—supplied 
authorized 
by-law. Anyhow you are entitled to 
& plate, mug, and spoon, all of tin, a 
towel, a bit of soap once a fortnight, 
and, if lucky, a tin bucket, which you 
cankeep clean fordrinking water; also 
three rugs for bed«clothes, and if your 
cell happens to have a stone floor, 
A STRAW MATTRESS, 
if you can get one. Half a pound of 
mealie-meal, boiled to a “pap.” served 
at breakfast, and ditto at night, and 
at midday one pound loaf of bread and 
one pound of rough meat, which can 
» exchanged for ‘Transvaal tobacco 
with the Kaffir prisoners. Now you 
have a regular and simple life which 
will put that of any ordinary hydro 
pathic to the blush, if only the patient 
can standit. .. . A cell is usually 
occupied by four whites or twenty 
blacks, the ‘latter reposing much like 
sardines. Flogging. one can see, ia 
necessary to keep Kaffirs in order, but 
poor souls, such lashings as 
times get at 
are simply hideous. Some Kaffirs, long- 
time men, told us through the bars 
separating “white” from “black” yards, 
that two had lately died after such 
flogging. and one recently operated on 
was believed to be dying whilst they 
were talking to us. The blacks are 
peaees againstasort ofleaning ladder, 
heir arms stretched up, and their 
wrists and ankles firmly strapped. It 
is wonderful how callous one Kaffir is 
to another Kaffir's suffering, 
he Kaffir yard is similar to, but 
separated from, the white man's yard. 

« Kaffirs are fed alternately on 
mealie pap or the Indian corn boiled 
whole, and one pound of meat twice 
a week. For meat they would barter 
their souls, and you can for a bit of 
abominable meat always get from them 
abit of Transvaal tobacco of the same 
Size, and good too. The ordinary Dutch 
warder is too brutal and stupid to re- 
quire destription; he only says No! to 
any request, and whenthe is not eating 
his dinnerout of an old basin, spends 
his time half dozing, and. Kaffir 
guards loving reat also, escapes are 
frequent. Here is a Scotchman under 
whose special tutelage [ lost whatever 
valuable Persone: property [ took in. 
A clean-shaved, clean, smart little grey 
man. of sixty, after years of tramping 
in absolute want, promoted from riv- 
ing a baker's cart, he has just married 
and commenced life as a teetotaler and 
warder, having at last found an open- 
ing in life for the first time. He is 
already high in command, knowing 
how to get on. 

SPEAK OR WHISTLE 
and you are in the stocks, and no 
peal; resist, and you will get three 
months more, ssamges 4 in irons, and 
twenty-five lashes; so your Uitlander 
does his thinking to himself. As re- 

ards taking prisoners’ property, I 

ave no hesitation in saying that the 
Dutch police are amongst the biggest 
thieves in Johannesburg; and this, 
after making fall allowance for much 
exaggeration and falsehood which may 
be expected from prisoners’ own ac- 
counts. Quite recently, after a large 
fire at certain grocery stores, a huge 
amount of groceries of all sorts were 
stolen and traced to the stations and 
houses of the fire-brigade and police, 
the latter being in charge of the burn- 
ing buildings, keeping the crowd out, 
and helping themselves lavishly. Again. 
the head warder of the gaol, a haae 
Dutchman, was sentenced the other 
day to some small inadequate punish- 
ment for stealing many hundred 
pounds’ worth of money and property 
from prisoners in the course of a year 
or two. it is easy encagh to take 
the money of a prisoner who is inside, 
safe for a long term of years—some 
are arrested with very large sums on 
their persons—and also’ in cases where 
the prisoner is too drunk to remember 
what he ought to have had with him 
when arrested. 

Jovial tramps—‘on the wallaby” is 
the classical term in South Africa 
these there always are, mostly Irish, 
who put in their winters in gaol, and 
insummer beg and stealtheir way for 
hundreds of miles, working a little here 
and there at the farms they pass, but 

sor fellaws, knowing no trade, ang 
honey with a blanket, some mealiae- 
meal, and a “billy” for cooking or 
drinking water. They are worse. off 
than Kaffirs, who know roots and fruits 
good to eat on the veldt as they pass. 
Reckless, broken~<iown gentlemen, too. 
are not infrequent, and may be met 
scores of miles from any house, strid- 
ing on

Desperate and successful criminals these 
make when they get into congenial 
society. or capital fighters in any small 
native war, should occasion arise, The 
Kaffirs are daily arrested by scores for 
being in town without 4 proper pass, 
or Written authority, good tor a month, 
value- one shilling. Now the blacks 
cannot read, and the Zarps themselves 
(Zarp, on their tunic, stands for South 
African Republic Police) in many cases 
can make only a very poor attempt at 
it; so as the revenue accruing from 
the fines is very great, and-the black 
prison labor fram who cannot 
pay is very valuable. it can be imagin- 
ed that the poor Kaffir has a bad time.

The Power of Britain. 

A recent issue of the London 
Spectator contains an article en- 
titled “The “Formidableness of 
England,” which is well worth the 
study of thoughtful readers, and 
which willno doubt be perused 
with interest throughout the wide 
extent ofthat Greater Britain of 
which we ourselves form a part. 
There are times when it is sought | 
to belittle the value of our British 
connection, and there are those who 
have even taken the trouble to try 
to prove that we should be better 
without it. These persons haye 
never had much of a following here, 
nor are they likely to have so long 
as our people keep hold of certain 
great facts concerning the Mother 
Land. Some of these are lucidly 
set forth in the article in question, 
and they are worthy of some slight 
comment. The writer begins by 
endeavouring to understand the 
reason of the jealousy and mistrust 
with which Gérmany, France, 
Russia, and sometimes the United 
States, regard England. «The 
“Continent does not perceive ac- 
“ourately the limits of our power 
“of recruiting, and does perceive 
“that there’ are scarcely any. limits 
“to our power ofspending.” There- 
fore foreign powers watch England 


-| with a cértain sleeplessness of sus- 


picion. “The English could do 

“such terrible things if they would, 

“andthey do grab so much.” As 

instances of the power of Britain we 

are given the facts that at home 

Britain produces a Flying Squadron 

with perfect ease, while in India it 

has a veteran army of 200,000, 

seasoned soldiers who are ready at 

any moment to be mobilized, and 

can be transported to any point be- 

tween Suezand San Francisco. «If

He argues that 
we can hold our own against the 
world, and that there is no reason 
why we should imitate the jealousy 
and mistrust that some of the Euro- 
pean powers display, because France 
is endeavoring to do a little on the 
Niger, Germany in the Cameroons, 
and Russia in Eastern China.

in ourselves, and a diligent minding 
of our own business. Incidentally, 
he touches on the absolute necessity 
and vast usefulness of our navy and 
in a sentence emphasizes all the 
contentions of the Navy League.

The Great Popular Day te Wind wp the 
Week's Coronation Petes ix Marked by

A despatch from Moscow says:~—The 
popular fete of the coronation ceremon- 
ies, at which between 400,000 and 500,. 
000 people were fed and indulged in all 
sorts of merry-making was held on-Sat- 
urday on the Hodynsky Plain, opposite 
the Petroffsky place, and was the scene 
of the first fatalities that have marked 
the coronation festivities. The free 
feast, which has alwayé been the popu- 
lar feature of coronations, has hitherto 
been the occasion of a great deal of 
crowding and good natured fighting for 
places on the part of the hundreds of 
thousands of guests of the city, but no 
such gathering was ever witnessed on

CANADA'S IRON INDUSTRY. 


During the past three or four years 
there has beer a marked increase in the 
production ot Canadian pigiron. Can- 
ada now produces 49.44 per cent., or 
virtually one-half of the total pig iron 
consu by our manufacturers, an 
the percentage is increasing eyery 
month. We consume about 100,000 
tons of pig iron a year, of which we 
make 80,000 tons ourselves. At the 
present time considerably over 3,000 
men find employment in this industry, 
either at the furnaces or at the mines 
getting out the ore, or in the forest 
making charcoal, The production of 
steel in- Canada, made from Canadian 
pig iron amounted in 1895 to 16,200 
tons. For 1896 the output ill be con- 
siderably larger, as a .new steel pro- 
ducing plant has been in operation in 
Hamilton since the first of the year. 
In this department of our iron indus- 
try a large number of men are employ- 
rim mostly skilled mechanics. making 

— The rolling mills of Can- 
ete employ 2557 men at the present 
time, Seine an increase of 541 over the 
number employed in 1891, according to 
the census of that year. The previous 
census returns show that in 1881 only 
700 men were employed in Canada’s 
rolling mills.

They Are Comparatively Wodern Additions 
te the Alphabet, 


It is a fact, not so well known, but 
that it may be said to be curious, that 
the letters j and w are modern addi- 
tions to our alphabet. The letter j 
only came into general use during the 
time of the commenwealth, say he- 
tween 1649 and 1658. From 1630 to 
1646 its use is exceedingly rare, and I 
have never yet seen a book printed 
prior to 1652 in which it appeared, 
says a writer in the New York Mer- 
eury. 

In the century immediately preceding 
the seventeenth it became the fashion 
to tail the last i when Roman numer- 
als were used, asin this example: viij., 
for 8 or xij. in place of 12. This fash. 
ion still lingers, but only in hysicians’ 
rescriptions, I. believa. Vhere the 
‘rench use j it bas the power of sas 
we use it in the word “vision.” What 
nation was the first to use it as a new 
letter is an interesting. but perhaps an 
unanswerable query. 

In a like’manner, the printers and 
language makers of the latter part of 
the sixteenth.century began to recog- 
nize the fact that there was a sound 
in spoken English which was without 
a representative in the shape of an 
alphabetical sign or character, as the 
first sound in the word “wet.” 

Prior to that time it had always been 
spelled as “wet,” the v having the 
long sound of w or of two u's together. 
In order to convey an idea of the new 
sound they began to spell such words 
as “wet,” “weather.” ‘weh,’ ete., 
with two u's, and as the uof that date 
was a typical v the three words above 
looked like this: “Vvet,” “vveather.” 
“web.” 

After a while the ty founders re- 
cognized the fact that the double u had 
come to stay, so they — the two u's 
together and made the character now 
so Well known as the w. I have one 
book in which three forms of the w are 
given. The first in an old double + 
(vv), the next is one in which thé last 
stroke of the first ¥ crossed the first 
stroke of the second, and the third is 
the common w we use to-day.

TRICKY TREE CRAB, 


How the Native Africans Stop Mie iep- 
redations, 


In Africa there exists a certain mem- 
ber of the crab genus commonly known 
as the great tree crab. This peculiar 
shellfish has a trick of crawling up the 
cocoanut tree, biting off the cocoanuts, 
and then creeping down again back 
wards. The theory is that the nuts are 
shattered by ‘the fall, and the great 
tree crab is thus enabled to enjoy a 
hearty meal. 

The natives who inhabit the regions 
infested by this Ul-conditioned crab are 
well aware that ihe lower portion of 
the crab’s anatomy is soft and sensi- 
tive, and they believe that the crustac- 
ean was thus constructed in order that 
he might know when he reached the 
ground, and when, consequently, he 
might with safety release his grasp of 
the trunk. ; 

So what they do in order to stop his 
depredations, which often ruin the co- 
coanut crops, is this; While the crab is 
engaged im nipping off the cocoanuta 
they climb balf-way up the trees and 
drive a row of long nai right around 
the tree, allowing an inch or so of 
the nails to project. 

The crab has no knowledge of disas- 
ter, nor yet of the fitness of things. 
As he deacends, the sensitive rt of 
his body touches the nails. Thinking 
he has reached the ground he naturally 
lets go. Instantly he falls backwards 
and cracks his own shell on the ground,

Several Persems Killed by the Expleston 
of « Bem> te a Beligtens Proression— 
Arrests 


A despatch from Barcelona, says:~ 
The Anarchists have resumed their ac- 
tivity im thie city, and much fear is 
entertained that they will inaugurate 
another reign of terror similar to that 
which’ prevailed in 1692 and 1893, when 
there were many explosions bere, in 
Madrid and other Spanish cities. At 
9 o'clock on Bunday night a bomb was 
exploded while a religious procession 
was taking place, and several persons 
were killed. The outrage has caused 
great excitement. The authorities held 
m meeting subsequent to the ex- 
plosion, and resolved to take energetic 
measures to discaver the authors of 
the crime and to prevent further out- 
rages. This ie the second outrage or 
attempted outrage within a few days. 
Dering a religious progession on the 
feast of Corpus Christi a bomb was 
found in a dust heap near the cathed- 
ral. It was evidently the intention of 
those who placed the bomb where it 
was found te kill or maim some of 
tnose taking part in the procession. 
‘A number of Anarchists have been ar- 
rested, but as yet there is no positive 
proof that any of them caused the ex- 
plosion. : 

Six persons were killed by the explo- 
sion and twenty-four wounded. It is 
not known what explosive the bomb 
contained. The Captain-General of the 
Province of Barcelona acted as stand- 
ard-bearer in the procession, while the 
civil Governor an the city Alcalde 
held the streamers of the banner It 
is thought that the designers of the 
outrage gags age killing these of- 
ficials. At a late’ hour on Sunday 
night the police had not discovered any 
clue to the actual authors of the 
crime. : r 

The procession was in connection 
with the Corpus Christi festival. The 
bomb was thrown when the proces- 
sionists were entering the Church of 
Santa Maria, and the people were pan- 
ic-stricken by the explosion and its ef- 
fects. Those already in the church 
made a wild rush to get outside, while 
many of those on the outside scatter- 
ed and fled in every direction. While 
aome of the priests present did every- 
thing in their power to allay the ex- 
citement others administered the last 
rites of the church to those injured 
who seemed likely to die. Quite 
large crowd was witnessing the pro- 
cession, and the man who threw the 
deadly milissile effected his escape in 
the excitement. It is reported that some 

ople who were standing close to him 
ave furnished the police with a descrip- 
tion of him, and hopes are entertained 
that he will soon be captured.

There is littie of an encouraging na- 
ture to say with regard to the trade 
Situation at Toronto. Travellers find 
country merchants acting with the 
greatest caution, and the demand for 
goods is restricted to the barest neces- 
sities. There is a further decline in 
the prices ot grain, and including all 
cereals prices in Ontario now are the 
lowest remembered by the oldest deal- 
ers. This ts very discouraging to farm- 
ers, and accounts for the low prices of 

Ontario agricultural lands. Cattle, 
» butter and hogs are also lower 
than usual at this season of the year. 
The outlook for this season's grain 
crops, however, are not very encourag- 
ing; on the other hand the yield in On- 
tario is likely to be smaller than last 
year, while in Manitoba the acreage in 
wheat is ten per cent. less than in 1895. 
This may have some effect later on the 
ricee of produce. Discounts at the 
banks are unchanged, while the offer- 
ings of funds on stock collateral are 
& little more liberal. Speculation in 
stooks is inactive and the market a 
trifle firmer.

Groceries rule very quiet, and 
the sugar market is if anything a 
shade weaker; some outside operators 
who have been holding fair lots of gran- 
ulated for several months would like 
to unload it is said. In metals, etc., the 
movement is just a moderate one in 
amall lots. Paints oils, etc., show a 
fair movement; turpentine and glass are 
reported lower. The money mar- 
ket is easier, call mone be- 
ing now plentiful at per 
cent., and the stock market which 
been somewhat depressed, is show- 
ing some signs of toning up. ‘The 
weather has been rather too cool for 
the growing crops, but a more season- 
able temperature now prevails, and the 
country is looking weil.

THE DISCOVERY OF QUININE. 


Predection ef the Present 
Methods of Dee. 


In a company of prominent physi- 
cians each was asked to write the six 
remedies that he would take on board 
ship for a voyage around the world if 
his life were to depend on the number 
who should return alive, 

The first entry was “ opium” unani- 
mously indorsed. At the second entry 
the vote was tie between “ mercury” 


and “quinine,” and now that the bi- 
chloride of mercury has been found to 


be the most efficient of microbe kill- 
era probably that would have second 
place unanimously and the third would 
be unhesitatingly given to the various 
extracts of the bark of the several vari- 
eties of the cinchona, of which the most 
familiar is quinine, a name derived 


from that used by the Peruvian in- 
dians, who called the trees kina. The 
old-fashioned thod of administration 
was by macerajing the “quills” of 
bark in wine amd the great tonic in 
the early part jof this century was 
“ bark and wine\’ and aa in these later 
days it has been demonstrated to be 
directly fatal to the bacillus malaria 
we can easily understand what a boon 
it was to t * settlers” in the un- 
drained. and “ fever-and-ague” region 
of this country when new. At last, by 
the advance of chemical skill, the sec-~ 
ret of extracting its alkaloids waa found, 
and of these no lesa than thirteen are 
known and used, and some of thém pro- 
duce a valuable medicine at a less cost 
than quinine iteelf. 

In 1 the Dutch government un- 
dertook to raise the trees in the island 
of Java and now they have most proas- 
perous plantationy but the most ex- 
tensive and successful of what may be 
called coir ing amr conducted planta- 
tions are to be found on the slopes of 
the Himalayas and in British Burmah. 
In South America the bark ia obtained 
by first stripping the trunk, then fell- 
ing the tree, but under English botan- 
iste in India a way is found of partial- 
ly stripping the trunk and then sur- 
rounding it with moss, causing fresh 
bark to be produced. The botanists 
kave even found a way of making the 
bark fuller of the desirable alkaloids.

ly defeated and their retreat cut off. 
We captured their camp and all their 
camels, horses and provisions.

The troops behav- 
ed excellently.” 

A despatch from Akasheh, the ad- 
vance post occupied by the Egyptian 
troops in the Soudan, states that 1,000 
dervishes were killed in the fighting at 
and around Firket, including their com- 
mander, Emir Hammuda. The British 
loss was 70 killed and 82 wounded.

Breakfast did not 
become a regular meal until quite 
lately, and Dr. Murray, in his Oxford 
Dictionary. gave 1463 as the date of the 
earliest quotation in which the word 
occurred. The meal did not become 
recognized until late in the seventeenth 
century for ~_ere habitually teok his 
draught of half a pint of Rhenish 
wine or a dram of #trong waters in 
place of a morning meal.

The start was madein Porter's boat 
at 2 o’clock and everything was lovely 
until Heald’s bay was reached, a spot 
which is ayoided by sailora usually on 
account of the gusts of wind which 
prevail there, hen nearing Buck's 
point a gust of wind suddenly struck 
the boat. The sheet was fast and added 
to this an attempt on Porter's part to 
recover Mr. Lynde’s hat which had 
blown off resulted in a capsize. 

The occupants clambered on to the 
upturned boat and shouted lustily for 
help which soon came in the persons of 
Emmerson Heald and his son Eldon, 
who, realizing their precarious position 
hastily sailed tothe spot. The dripping 
men were hauled aboard and taken to 
the shore. They went at once to a lake 
side residence and changed their cloth- 


ing. 

Sir. Heald says that the escape from 
drowning was a narrow one in the ex- 
treme. The spot was some 40 rods 
from shore and voth men were fully 
dressed. When help reached them 
they were standing on tip toe on the 
boat which had sunk to the bottom and 
the water just reached to their chins. 
The prompt assistance rendered was the 
means of saving their lives.”

Charles Clarke Walks tate the New Am 
sterdam Bank at New VYork With a

A despatch from New York says:— 

At 12.30 o’clork on Monday a stranger | 

went into the New Amsterdam Bank | 

at the corner of Broadway and %#9th 
street and asked to see the President, 


George H. Wyckoff. He was admit-| 
ted into the President’s office. In aj 
few minutes the employees of the bank | 
were startled by several pistol shota 
in Mr. Wydutts office. Rushing in 
they found the President lying on the 
floor bleeding from wounds in the 
side and abdomen. The stranger had 
shot him twice. After shooting Presi- 
dent Wyckoff the man tried to kill 
himself by sending a bullet into his 
own abdamen. The police were noti- 
fied and an ambulance was sent to the 
bank. President Wyckoff was hur- | 
riedly removed to the New York Hos- 
pital. He is 60 years old.and his home 
is at Montclair, N. J The man who 
shot him was also removed to the New 
York Hospital. He gave his name as 
Charlies Clark, #) years old, but refus- 
ed to tell where he lived. Clarke pre- 
sented a letter to President Wyckoff 
written on a letter-head of the Hotel 
Marlborough. It contained a demand 
for $6,000, and threatened Mr. Wy- 
ekoff with death unless be furnished 
the money. The letter also stated that | 
the bearer had a partner outside’ the 
bank who had Mr. Wyckoff “covered” 
and if be made any alarm or refused 
to give the muomey a stick of dynh- 
mite would be thrown into the bank 
that would blow up the building.

This 
preference is due to the fact that by 
this method not only is all organic mat- 
ter Hable to putrify and become a 
menace to the health of the communi- 
_ty destroyed, but it has been found by 
actual trial that the beat derived from 
the burning of this refuse may be used 
for the production of steam, which can 
, be utilized for commercial purposes, and 
'the revenue received from this source 
|may be sufficient to more than pay for 
|cost of burning. There are no less 
' than fifty-five such destructors in dif- 
| ferent parts of England. The Health 
| Committee of Rockdale, a manufactur- 
‘ing town of 73,000 inhabitants, _re- 
,eently adopted the method, with the 
_idea of ultimately using the steam 
produced for electric lighting purposes.

ing under faulty conditions. Clover 
pasture is greatly improved by the ad- 
dition of ‘limeothy or orchard grass, or 
both. They furnish a variety im graz- 
ing that is acceptable and beneficial to 
stock, and also help to more completely 
cover the ground, and this feature alone 
Rye well for the extra outlay for seed, 
he pasture lasts longer and there is 
better grazing iater in the season 
when the céver becomes woody. Anoth 
er advantage in double seeding is found 
in the Timothy and orchard taking on 
sume spots better than the clover aml 
escaping an early freeze that may have 
caught the clover at a critical stage. 
With these grasses added there is tar 
less danger of stock bleating. The cat- 
tle and horses prefer Timothy or or- 
chard grass to clover and will not gorge 
themseives wholly with clover. 

“ As to the bloat there is Ty lit- 
tle to be feared from it if one will only 
use discretion in turning cattle from 
dry feed to the clover field. in twenty- 
five years’ experience with clover pas- 
ture we have mever had a case of 
bloat. We think our protection comes 
from first turning stock from dry feed 
to bluegrass pasture and seeing that 
they do not go even into bluegrass hun- 
gry or half starved. A regular feed 
of fodder, hay or grain is given before 
the stock gues to grass or clover, and 
the animais are left there the first day 
only an hour, and a clear, bright day 
is preferred whén the grass is warm 
and not loaded with cold dew. ‘The tem- 
perature of the stomach is not lower- 
ed so as to oheck normal action. After 
a day or two’the cattle become accus- 
tomed to the change of feed and are 
left on the pasture. Cows taken out 
of pasture er clover over night are fed 
mill feed before leaving the stable for 
the clover field. Lf cattle go on clover 
with a full stomach they will put in 
more time getting their bearings in a 
field than eating. If turned in empty 
and hungry they will fill themselves 
greedily and trouble may be looked for. 
Vrevention is far better than the tre- 
tar or charcoal or fat meat, or any of 
the many cures for bloat. Cattle on 
ciover will enjoy accesa to a straw or 
a hay stack and will eat enough of the 
dry leed to correct the tendency of too 
washy feed. It is like feeding hay or 
other dry feed once a day to cattle fed 
silage. it is a good economy to pro- 
vide the dry feed. So long as labor is 
high compared with land and prices of 
crops grown we can better afford to 
turn cattle on clover than ta cut and 
haul it to them at the barns. The 
waste is great by cattle tramping down 
rank clover, but it benefits the land 
and the cattle harvest it free of cost. 
Where one has a dairy he can carry 
double as many cows to the acre by soil- 
ing as by grazing. Yet it is not prov- 
en that the cows or their milk or pro- 
weny are any better when kept from 
the freedom of the clover and bluegrass 
pastures. For swine clover pasture is 
thought. superior to bluegrass. This 
may be true for older stock, but for 
brood sows with pigs following them we 
can do far better on bluegrass and the 
reguiar morning and evening feed of 
grain or mill stuff. The sucking pigs 
and lambs do better on short grass 
where they are not chilled and wearied 
wading through wet clover after a 
restiess and greedy mother. Clover 
asture supplements the permanent 
nluegrass pastures, but can never fill 
their piace. That our bluegrass pas- 
tures would be benefited by an occa- 
sional sowing of clover is most prob- 
able, but we have not tested it.”
